The United States took the first 
amphibious step to Tokyo with the 
Invasion of tiny G uadalcanal, in 
the Solomon Islands, on Au Rn st 7, 
1942. 
Few Americans had ever heard 
of this mosquito-infested, m alaria- 
ridden pin

months America's Immediate Pacific 
fate dangled in the island's stifling, 
almost impenetrable Jungles and in

air cover, the enemy was surprised. 
The Leathernecks quickly gained 
a beachhead, captured the almost j 
complete 
Henderson 
airfield, and 
seized the smaller adjacent islands 
of Tulagl, Gavutu and Tanombo- 
go. On Gavutu and Tuiagi, not one 
of the foe surrendered—1.800 of 
them, the entire garrisons, had to 
be killed. 
After initial successes, the going 
got tough. On the night of Aug. 8. 
a Japanese cruiser force caught 
Allied naval patrols off guard and 
sank four cruisers. Bombers from 
the northern Solomons and Rabaul 
then began to appear daily to rip 
the beachhead. American 
supply 
ships ran a gauntlet and frequently 
got caught 
by Japanese 
surface 
ships and submarines. Pew Ameri­ 
cans at home knew how critical the 
situation actually was. 
But despite growing enemy coun­ 
terattacks the Yanks held doggedly. 
Japanese 
attempts to 
land 
on 
Guadalcanal were 
broken up re ­ 
peatedly, mainly by the small but 


superior air force that had been 
assembled on Henderson, 
In October, however, the Ja p a ­ 
nese landed in daylight on G uad­ 
alcanal only 
15 miles from the 
American lines. Heavy artillery was 
moved ashore and by November 
Nipponese land, sea and air forces 
had been massed to push the Yanks 
back into the sea. 
V. S. Matches Stakes 
But America matched the stakes. 
M any warships 
damaged in the 
early m onths of war again were 
ready to fight; new Army and M a­ 
rine troops were rushed in to re­ 
inforce the weary original force; 
and supplies from the now-roaring 


home arsenal began coming in. 
On Nom 
la the decisive battle 
for Guadalcanal was fought at sea. 
In three days, in the Sealark C han­ 
nel north of the Henderson field 
the Navy sank 28 Japanese ships 
and damaged ten more. The U. fl 
lost eight 
ships. Meanwhile 
the 
Leathernecks wiped out 750 Jap a­ 
nese moving in against the air­ 
field from the jungle and sent an

Defense Began In HH©

by President Roosevelt to make this 
country "the arsenal of dem ocracy,"

two-ocean navy; an army of 1,725,- 
000 men (we had 250.000*; critical

IN SEA FIGHT

The sun sank for Japan as a 
front-rank naval power in Philip­ 
pine waters in ll blistering weeks 
in the autumn of 1944. 
Decisive sea and air engagement* 
put more than half of Emperor 
Hlrohito’s battle fleet on the bottom 
or on the shelf and left his surviv­ 
ing merchantmen — carrying high 
priority war cargoes — helpless on 
the high seas. 
The control of the sea lanes to 
Greater East Asia was irretrievably 
lost. 
When Japan’s Imperial N a v y 
made it* bold attem pt to crush 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur** Oct. 20 
landing at Leyte and trap Adm.

Enemy Under Observation 
As the enemy's southern fleet, 
baaed on Singapore, bore north for 
Surigao and Ban Bernardino strait* 
in mid-October It was under close 
observation.

Hickenbacker Rescue 
One Of War’s Epics 


( B r Th# Associated Press 
Capt. Eddie Rlckenbacker, 1918’s 
top ace, flew back onto the front 
pages as the star in one of the Pa­ 
cific war’s most dramatic rescues. 
He and six companions, downed 
when their big Army plane ran out 
of gas in the South Pacific in Oc­ 
tober, 1942, drifted helplessly for 
three weeks in a trio of tiny rubber 
life rafts before a Navy flying boat 
picked them up. 
Rlckenbacker, then 52, was being 
piloted on an inspection tour as a 
rpecial representative of the Secre­ 
tary of War. 
Able to salvage only four oranges, 
the seven survived on a raw seagull 
—caught

alighted on Rickenbacker’s- head— 
and a few' fish hooked by using the 
bird’s innards as a bait.

T o r Better Or Worse’

them icily asked, "W hat do you 
want?" 
The Germans asked permission to 
surrender three armies—not those 
opposing Montgomery, but those op­ 
posing the Russians on the eastern 
front.

CARRIERS MORE 
THAN MATCH FOR 
JAP'S ISLANDS 


By RICHAR ll TOMPKINS

American aircraft carriers, new to 
war before the attack on Pearl H ar­ 
bor, emerged as one of the most 
powerful offensive weapons in the 
campaign against Japan. 
As the 
spearhead of every naval striking 
force the flattop*, shepherding fight­ 
ers and bombers, revolutionized am ­ 
phibious warfare 
Carrier force® proved effective on 
both sides. But America's Fighting 
lad les 
finally 
neutralized 
the 
enemy’s sea-air 
power and went 
on to attack Island bases and the 
Japanese 
homeland 
almost 
at 
leisure. 
The damage our carriers cauked 
and their ability to stand punish­ 
ment and to increase the range of 
air combat by thousands of miles 
convinced naval experts that they 
were indispensable to victory 
Core Of Defence 
Carriers were the core of the 
mighty 
task 
forces 
that 
roared 
across the Pacific deep. They were 
relf-sufficient, with vast stores of 
high octane gasoline, large mag­ 
azines of aerial bombs and torpe­ 
does, replacement planes and pilots, 
and every other means of m ainten­ 
ance. 
The carrier plane had four main 
missions: to search out and attack 
the enemy fleet, help protect its own 
fleet from attack, serve as a strate­ 
gic air force in attacking enemy 
bases and installations, and finally 
to operate a.s a tactical air force, 
strafing and bombing the enemy in 
support of ground troops 
Flattops provided new uses for the 
battleship, whose guns protected the 
lightly armored carriers. On the of­ 
fensive the battleship delivered the 
heavy blows after carrier planes had 
neutralized the enemy air force 
Moreover, while carrier dive bomb­ 
ers were pin-pointing enemy targets 
the battleships loosed hundreds of 
shells to devastate the general area 
of the targets.

official credited them with saving 
Guadalcanal when America’s hopes 
for a com* back hinged on th a t little 
island. 
Flattops were also a big 
factor in the retaking of Attn and I

They became tile spearheads of 
invasion 
softening up enemy in­ 
stallations. clearing airfields of Ja p ­ 
anese planes, shielding the beach­ 
heads as Yank troops moved in, ?nd 
holding off enemy attem pts to bring 
in reinforcements. 
By late 1943 they could go where 
they pleased, daring the enemy to 
fight. They slashed at Marcus Is­ 
land. 1.000 miles from Tokyo; ripped 
the Gilbert and M arshalls islands 
for

the Carolines, M arianas and Bonnls 
and striking right into the Japanese 
homelands.
